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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant first argues that the thermal cracking of 
Friday is mild thermal cracking and Applicant's thermal cracking is severe. However, as mentioned in the last office action, such a 
limitation is not claimed. Applicant next argues that the removal of the deasphalting step would be impracticable because it would cause 
the thermal cracking step of Friday to shut down. However, as pointed out tin the last office action, Friday is modified by Gandman, which 
discloses a step of removing and inhibiting coke and deposit formation. Next, Applicant argues that Gandman is in a different field of 
technology than Friday because Gandman is applied to distillate feeds and Friday is applied to heavy feeds. However, Gandman 
discloses where the feed can be any hydrocarbon (see Gandman, column 3, lines 39-48). Applicant finally argues that 100% conversion 
cannot be obtained by Friday, because Friday cannot obtain a maximization of distillate generation due to keeping iol liquid containing 
light materials in the process. However, when Friday is viewed in combination with Gandman, the thermal cracking can be operated at 
1 00% because the issue of coking and deposit formation is addressed by Gandman.
